ELLEOSED unanimouſly preſented our humble

The firſt thing we took into conſideration, was the

olorious memory , for Triennial Parliaments : When 
we had given it areading , we found it derog2tory to 
the eſſential Prerogative of the Crown, of c-i!ing, 
holding, and diflolving. Parlizments: We #ovnd it 
uupracticable , and only uſefull to learn the propls how 
to r<bell; Therefore we melted it down , ext .Q:d the 
pure mettal from counterfeit and dolly allayes; and 
then preſented it to Your Majeſty to be new ſtamped, 
and made cutrant coyn tor the uſe of the Nation, We 
do return our moſt humble thanks to Your Majeſty , 
that You were pleaſed to accept ouracvice, and to pals 
our Bill ; but more eſpecially tor thoſe gracious expre(- 
fions Your Majeſty was pleaſed to uſe at that Solem- 
nity, whereby we are aſſured not only of Your perſonal 
aſfetion to Parliaments, but of Your judgment alſo, 
that the happineſs of the Crown conliſts in the fre. 
quency of Parliaments 

In the next place, we reviewed the A for Chimney- 
Money , which we intended a great branch of Your 
Majeſties Revenue, although by ſome miſtakes it is 
fallen ſhort: And in hopes Your Majeſty may improve 
that receipt, we have prepared a Bill tor the colle&in 
that duty , by ſuch Officers as Your Majeſty and Your 
Succeſſors ſhall from time to time think fit to appoint, 

W hilſt we were intent upon theſe weighty affairs, we 
were often interrupted by Petitions and Letters, and 
motions , repreſenting the unſertled condition of ſome 
Countries, by reaſon of Phanaticks, SeQaries and Non- 
conformiſts; they differ in their ſhapes and ſpecies, 
and accordingly are more or leſs dangerous; but in this 
they all agree, they are no friends to the eſtabliſhed 
Government either in Church or State And if the 


old rule hold true, :2us Eccleſie contradicit non eft paci- 
ficus, 
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ficus, we have great reaſon to prevent their $rowrh; 
and to puniſh their practiſe : To this purpoſe we have 
prepared a Bill againſt cheir frequenting of Conventicles, 
the ſeed-plots. and nurſeries of their Opinions , under 
qo jo of religious Worſhip, The firſt offence we 

ave made puniſhable only with a ſmall Fine of five 
pounds, or three moneths impriſonment, and ten pounds 
fora Peer; The ſecond ofidice with ten pounds , or 
ſix moneths impriſonment, and twenty pounds for a 
Peer ; Burt for the third offence, after a tryal by a Jury 
at the general Quarter-Seffions or Aſſizes, and the tryal 
of a Peer by Þis Peers; the party convicted ſhall be 
tranſported to ſome of Your Majeſties forreign Plantatt- 
ons , unleſs he redeem himſelf by laying down an hun- 
dred pounds, 1mmedicabile uulnus Enje reſcindendum, 
ne pars an trahatur, IE 

We have had much thought how ro improve the in- 
duftry of theNation,and preyent that idleneſs and licen- 
tiouſneſs which too faſt grows-upon us , eſpecially by 
exceftive and diſorderly gaming ; men are not contented 
to ſport away their precious time, and play away their 
ready money, but to lofe-or pawn their Houſes and 
Lands , their Manors and their Honours alſo, For the 
prevention of the growth of this diſeaſe, we have pre- 
pared a Bill to: make all Securities for Money won at 
Play , whether real or perſonal, to be void. 

We have examined alſo the reaſons of thedecay of 
Trade : In the firſt place, we found our Merchants are 
undermined by fraud and praiſe, and ſometimes beaten 
out in the Eaſt and Welt 7ndtes; in Turky, and in Africa, 
by our neighbours the Dutch, who, befides the unluffer- 
able indignities offered to Your Royal Majeſty , and the 
Crown of England, have in. a few. years ſpoiled Your 
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Yubjeas, to. the value of ſeven or eight kutdred thon: 
ſand pounds, .. For remedy whereof, we have-made our 
humble Addreſs to Your Majeſty, and received a graci- 
ous Anſwer ; and have no cauſe to fear but a ſhort time 
will produce a-juſt and honourable ſatisfaRtion, 

The next obſtruction to our Trade, hath been a baſe 
and degenerous practiſe of ſome Sea-inen , who ate wil- 
ling to be robbed by Pirates, that they may ſhare in the 
prize, We have therefore prepared a Bull tor the puniſh- 
ment of ſuch treacherous actions, and for the juſt reward 
of thoſe honeſt Sea- men that ſhall preſerye their Owners 
' Goods, and manfully maintain the honour of our Engliſh 
Nation, 

Some other diſcoveries we have made , which may be 
the ſubje& matter of future Bills, but in reſpe& of Your 
Majeſties intimation of a ſhort Seſſion, we were not wil- 
ling to attempt more then we could reaſonably diſpatch, 

And now,Great $ir,g1ve me leave with joy,toremem- 
ber that unparalell'd unanimity that. hath' this Seſſion 
attended our Counſels : - Our conſtancy and reſolution 
hath been tryed, beyond the preſident of former Parlia- 
ments, or any other Seſſion of this Parliament, -.. -
